Claim 6 
was cnncclcd widioul prejudice, ami the substance Ihcrcor added lo claim 5, hi Ihe previous 
Amendment and Response lo Office Aciiou filed on March 3, 2004. No claims liave herein been 
ameniled, '4i\(Uc\ or canceled. Therefore, churns 3-5 and 7 remain in this case. 

Tlie addition of new maUer has been scrupulously avoided. 

Applicanis respectfully request reconsideralion and wiihdravvul of the ground of 
rejeclion.
